tistical agency—said such foods as 
m eats, fats and vegetable oils, su ­ 
gar, cheese, condensed and evap- 
<>rr.ted milk, poultry, eggs, canned 
fruits and canned vegetables w ill 
continue short in relation to de­ 
mends. 
In addition, rice, dry beans, ap­ 
ples, and processed 
foods using 
large am ounts of sugar and fats 
and oils may becom e short, it said. 
On the other hand, civilian sup­ 
plies of fluid m ilk, skim milk pro­ 
ducts, canned fruit juices, m any 
fresh vegetables and fruits includ­ 
ing citrus fruits, fresh fish, and 
most grain products are expected 
bv the bureau to be fairly plenti­ 
ful. 
Distribution Is Problem 
Listed as the basic food prob­ 
lem of the ignited States in 1945 
w as how to distribute an over-all 
food output one-third greater than 
in 1935-39 to m eet 
an 
over-all 
civilian, m ilitary, and export d e­ 
mand 
approxim ately 
one-half 
greater than the pre-w ar demand. 
Present plans indicate that the 
1945 food supply w ill be distrib­ 
uted about as follows: U. S. civil­ 
ia n s 77 per cent, armed forces— 
including relief feeding ‘by 
the 
m ilitary— 17 per cent, governm ent 
purchases for lend-lease and civ il­ 
ian relief abroad 4 to 5 per cent, 
and other com m ercial exports I to 
2 nor cent. 
^he bureau said over-all sun- 
rlies of m eats for civilians may he 
a little larger this w inter than in 
recent months, v ut that most of 
t 
' seasonal increase in meat pro­ 
duction w ill be taken to m eet the 
needs of the armed forces.

A fog-blinded army bomber 
crashed into the Empire State 
building at the 79th story to­ 
day and exploded inside with 
an earth-shaking roar, killing 
three fliers and at least ten of­ 
fice workers and turning the 
world’s tallest building into a 
smoking, flaming torch in the 
sky. 
The

jured 21 persons, six serious­ 
ly, and while rescue workers 
searched the twisted, blacken­ 
ed wreckage of 78th and 79th 
floor offices tonight, police 
said the death toll may exceed

The eight-ton, twin-engined 
B-25 ‘‘Billy Mitchell” plane, 
groping through a thick fog 
toward the Newark airport,

W ashington— Real farts in the resigna­ 
tion of H enry M orgenthau as longest con­ 
secutive secretary of the treasu ry in his­ 
tory are as follows: 
M orgenthau had a tip th at Judge Fred 
Vinson might be appointed as his successor 
a few m onths later, cer­ 
tainly before the end of 
the year.

"In order to quiet these rum ors,” M or­ 
genthau persisted, I’d like to have som e­ 
thing from you in w riting. ’

coun­ 
tered the treasury chief. 
"A fter all I ve 
been aro u n d here long enough tor people 
to know me. 
So if you have to think it 
over, I'd better w rite out my resignation 
right now .’’ 
T ru m an dem urred at this, but M orgen­ 
thau insisted. 
"A fter all.” he said, "it’s only right that 
you should have your ow n m an." 
So the letter of resignation w as handed 
in im m ediately; and later in the day, T ru ­ 
m an called a special press conference to 
announce it. 
In the interim Ju d g e 
Sam 
R osenm an was asked to draft an appropii- 
letter to M orgenthau for T ru m a n ’s sig­ 
nature. thanking him for his long services. 
B ut Rosenm an w asn’t fam iliar with all of 
M org en th au ’s record, had to send over to 
the treasu ry for certain facts, and in the 
end. the letter alm ost w asn ’t ready for the 
T ru m an press conference. 
All this happened on Ju ly 5. 
At that 
tim e it w as announced M orgenthau would 
stay on until after T ru m an got back from 
Potsdam .
